Thousands of Vacationists 

Will Flock to Lake Re- 

gion For Holidays 



Indications arc that Antioch and 
the Lake region will play host to the 
largest crowd of vacationists and fun- 
seekers ever to visit the vicinity next 
week on Thursday, Decoration Day, 
and the weekend. The end of restric- 
tions on automobile travel and the 
shortage of rail transportation are 
certain to bring more people here 
than ever before. The difficulty of 
travel further, north and the fact that 
a four-day holiday will be enjoyed 
by many will add to the crowd. 

Special preparations are being 
made at most of the resorts in the 
region and visitors will be well cared 
for. Slate and county police forces 
will be augmented to handle automo- 
bile traffic. 

Urge Care on the Highway 

Between fifteen and twenty per- 
sons will be killed and more than 
three-hundred and fifty injured in 
Illinois motor vehicle accidents over 
the four day Memorial Day weekend, 
according to the prophecy of Charles 
M. Hayes, president of the Chicago 
Motor Club. 

This estimate is based on the ex 
pectcd increase In travel over war 
years and present trend to a national 
increase of nearly fifty percent in 
highway fatalities and Injuries. 

The club president offered little 
hope in avoiding this toll unless mo- 
torists and .pedestrians alike cooper- 
ated in safety and courtesy. He gave 
this warning: "Old tires, worn brake 
linings and other mechanical deficien- 
cies bom through long and hard use 
mu§L, be considered every ; moment 
that vehicles of this sort are being 
driven." 

Most serious accidents and fatali- 
ties occur in rural areas during per- 
iods of this sort, according to pre- 
war studies. The city of Chicago, for 
example, has often reported no deaths 
on Memorial days of previous years. 

Traffic experts attribute this con- 
dition to three factors. Unusual dri- 
ver fatigue, increased number of 
careless pedestrians on rural high- 
ways and failure of both motorists 
and pedestrians to appreciate the li- 
mitations on sight on unlit highways 
at night.

Safety Check Period 
Started Wed., May 15 



Veterans who work with an ex- 
perienced farmer for a minimum of 
2000 hours (per year may receive ad- 
ditional remuneration from their gov- 
ernment through the Servicemen's 
Readjustment Act if they submit to 
an organized course of instruction in 
farming offered <to such veterans in 
their local Vocational Agriculture 
High school. The course consists of 
one session of three hours per week 
for 40 weeks per year. Classes to be 
taught by the Vocational Agriculture 
teacher. In addition to the class train- 
ing the teacher is to visit each ve- 
teran on the job once a month to 
correlate the "institutional" with "on 
the job" training. 

Some local interest has developed 
among ex-scrviccmcn and any others 
who arc interested should get in 
touch with Mr. C. L. Kutil, Vocation- 
al Agriculture instructor at the An 
itoch Township High school or at his 
home on North Avenue, phone Anti- 
och 298. 

Mr. Kutil states that it will prob- 
ably require several veterans enroll- 
ing in the course before such train- 
ing could be started here at Antioch. 

The veteran is paid the established 
learner's wage by his employer. In 
addition, the- veteran may receive a 
subsistence allowance from the Ve- 
terans Administration not to exceed 
$65.00 per month if he is without de- 
pendents, or $90.00 per month if he 
has a dependent or dependents. In 
no case, however, shall the wages and 
the subsistence exceed the objective 
wage as a trained worker. 

T. R. Birkhead, principal at the 
high school, said today that if enough 
veterans in other job training pro- 
grams were interested in studies 
other than agriculture, that provision 
could be made to provide training 
in these subjects.

Be "Poppy Day" 



On Saturday of this week members 
of the Antioch American auxiliary 
will be on the streets selling the 
"veteran made poppies" which do so 
much every year in the disabled ye- 
eran rehabilitation program. 

Following is an appeal written t>y 
Mrs. Lois Mcllyain, 4th division pop- 
py chairman. 

"Has it ever been your privilege to 
visit a veterans' hospital, while the 
men of World Wars I and II were 
busily engaged assemblylng those lit- 
tle memorial poples? Perhaps -your 
answer is "no" and you wonder why 
we say has it been your "privilege" 
to witness this sight. If you have nev- 
er seen those veterans, some of them 
crippled, some sick in mind, then you 
do not know the true feeling of grati 
udc which comes to those who can 
say, "Thank God, my son, my daugh- 
ter, or my 'husband returned physical- 
ly fit, and I shall dedicate my service 
to those who deserve far more than 
we shall ever be able to give them." 
Those, who (because of the fierceness 
of the battle, have left the greater 
part of their lives on the Held, and 
have returned to us maimed cither 
in soul or body." 

"May we tell you of one veteran of 
World War II? When we visited hkn 
we found 'that he had had one leg 
amputated and the misfortune of 
breaking his other leg. He was busi- 
ly engaged in making poppies and 
told us he could moke 1,000 of them 
a day, -if necessary. And to quote his 
own words, 'he said: "This kind of 
wrok sure makes the* days go by fast- 
er." 

"We found patients very eager to 
make poppies, but they arc allowed 
to do so only by permission of their 
doctors. The money they receive is 
often used to pay some outstanding 
bill." 

"We were told in one of the hos- 
pitals for mental cases,- in which 'wo- 
men of World Wars I and II are 
cared for, that one patient (a World 
War II veteran) earned .$25,00 mak- 
ing poppies." 

"So, as we watch the little red poo- 
pies in the making, fashioned by dis- 
abled veterans of both World Wars, 
we renew our pledge, and ask God, 
to give us grace to sec that no fur- 
ther shadows may fall across their 
pathways, and that we may help to 
bear their burdens even as they have 
so bravely borne ours. We must not 
fail them."

To assist in curbing the rapidly ris- 
ing toll of traffic accident fatalities 
the police of the United States and 
Canada will conduct a Traffic Safety 
Check program from May 15 to July 
7. The program is under the spon- 
sorship of the International Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Police and is re- 
ceiving the active support of more 
than 200 corporations and organiza- 
tions that are interested in highway 
traffic safety. 

While the Police Traffic Safety 
Check is in progress, police officers 
will check the brakes, lights, tires, 
windshield wipers and horns of all 
automobiles involved in accidents or 
traffic violations. Drivers whose cars 
show obvious defects will be admon- 
ished to have nccesary repairs made 
immediately. 

Under the slogan "Check Your 
Driving, Check Your Car, Check Ac- 
cidents,*' the program will stress safe 
driving habits along with necessity 
for keeping automobiles in top me- 
chanical condition. 

The traffic problem Is growing in- 
creasingly bad, according to police 
officials, In 1945, 288,500 persons 
lost their lives in traffic accidents, 
and nearly 1,000,000 sustained in- 
juries, This was a 17% increase over 
the previous year. 

State to Cooperate 

Almost 5,000 Illinois , motorists 
have been certified to post bond or 
lose their driving privileges under 
the new Drivers Financial Responsi- 
bility law, the Safety Responsibility 
Division has reported to Secretary of 
State Edward J. Barrett. A total of 
$3,180,003.00 has been asked to cover 
judgment arising out of automobile 
accidents since the law went Into ef- 
fect. 

Certification of motorists to the 
Safety Responsibility Division is 
made by the Governor's' Department 
of Public works and Buildings In 
cases where motorists involved in ac- 
cdents fail to have proper liability

Lake County and its principal mu- 
nicipalities received $298,875 in al- 
lotments from Illinois sate gasoline 
tax receipts in 1945, compared with 
S269.760 in 1944, according to a sta- 
tistical analysis prepared by Barcus, 
Kindred & Company, specialists in 
Illinois municipal bonds. This was an 
increase of S29.115. 

The financial firm declared the in- 
crease was due to rising gasoline con- j 
sumption in the last six months of 
the year, following the removal of 
wartime rationing. 

Of the funds distributed by the 
state in 1945 Lake county's 1945 
share was $191,893 as against $171,- 
885 in 1944, a gain of $20,008. 

Waukogan and other local munici- 
palities recorded higher allotment 
revenues. The 1945 totals, with 1944 
figures in parenthesis were: Wauke- 
gan, $51,740 ($47,233); Highland 
Park, S22.551 ($20,503); North Chi- 
cago, $12,338 ($11,320); Lake Forest, 
$10,646.43 ($9,934.96); and Zion, 
S9,707 ($8,885). 

For Illinois as a whole, allotments 
to counties and cities from 1945 gas 
tax receipts totaled $17,649,026, com- 
pared with S16,332,8D4 in 1944, a rise 
of $1,316,222. 

Concerning the outlook for 1946, a 
statement by Barcus, Kindred & Com- 
pany says: "Illinois counties and 
towns will .benefit from steadily in- 
creasing gasoline tax allotments in 
months to come. These funds will 
help them meet expenditures for 
street and highway improvements 
which were necessarily delayed dur- 
ing the war."

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Common Sense Recommendations 

The Central Council of National Retail Associa- 
tions represents about 250,000 retail stores of every 
type, which account for more than sixty per cent of the 
entire retail sales of the country. Therefore, the recom- 
mendations adopted by the Council in regard to changes 
In the Emergency Price Control Act are of vital con- 
cern to everyone. 

The Council urges abandonment of Maximum 
Average Price regulations immediately to encourage in- 
creased production. It asks that the purposes of the 
Emergency Price Control Act be clearly stated in the 
law to the effect that it is the policy of the United 
Stales to speed Bhc return to a normal, competitive busi- 
ness economy; that sufficient production is the para- 
mount need of Che transition period. It further urged 
the inclusion of an amendment to end the evil of cost 
absorption which threatens the existence of thousands 
of stores. Cost absorption is nothing more than a cheap 
political trick to hide inflation from the consumer as 
long as possible by forcing retailers to carry the burden 
of rising costs out of their own pockets. 

The Council recommends that price control be de- 
finitely terminated on March 31, 1947, the date on 
which the Second War Powers Act expires. It also sug- 
gests an amendment to the Act creating industry* decon- 
trol advisory committees with whom the OPA would be 
required to cooperate. In addition, this amendment

would oblige the price administrator to make 
monthly decontrol progress report to Congress, 

Finally, the Council seeks to protect individuals 
against arbitrary administrative decrees by urging that 
Distrct Courts of the United Stales be given jurisdiction 
over matters at Issue between OPA and persons affect- 
ed by any price regulation or order.

Staggering Statistics 

"Breath-taking," Is a mild way of describing stat- 
istics on fire losses in the United States. 

During the last decade, 100,000 persons have 
been burned to death, 170,000 burned and disfigured, 
and $3,000,000,000 worth of property destroyed. Records 
show the annual fire loss in the United States exceeds 
the damage done to England In the two years of the 
German blitz. Forest fires annually destroy an area 
equal to all New England. The Coconut Grove fire In 
Boston caused more deaths than the armed forces suf- 
fered in the invasion of North Africa. 

There are 630,000 building fires every year. 
Threc-hundrcd-thirty-thousand of them occur in dwell- 
ings, and 40,000 in apartments and rooming houses. 
Manufacturing plants, motor vehicles, stores and shops, 
garages and filling stations, hotels and hospitals con- 
tribute the remaining 274,000 fires, 

In the home the commonest cause of fire is smok- 
ing in bed or leaving a lighted cigarct some place where 
it might ignite inflamable material. Also, placing oily 
and dirty rags in wooden closets or on shelves, and stor- 
papers for an indefinite period adjacent to wooden walls 
or floors, are other frequent causes. Rags and papers 
generate heat if left undisturbed for a long time, and 
ignite spontaneously. Carelessness with electric wiring 
is a chapter in itself. 

Common sense caution can be the greatest pre- 
venter of fire. Until more of it is used by more individ- 
uals, America's fire loss statistics will continue to be 
something that only astronomers can really appreciate.
